2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The invention relates to a method of making a vacuum 
insulator utilizing glass white wool which does not include organic or 
inorganic binders, that is molded using heat and pressure, thereafter 
the molded glass white wool is placed in a non-permeable container 
and subjected to a decompression pressure or negative pressure 
which evacuates air from the container and glass white wool to 
provide a vacuum insulator. The process as claimed has not been 
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taught nor fairly suggested either singularly or in combination by the 
prior art. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid 
processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Kuroda et al. teach a vacuum 
insulator and its method of making but the glass wool material is 
admixed with a thermoplastic resin which is not desired in the instant 
method where the white glass wool includes no organic or inorganic 
binders thereby minimizing heat transfer losses and maintaining better 
insulating properties.
